A REDUCTION 
IN TAXATION 
OF $24,000,000 


Oitawa.—In making his budget an- 


| nouncement to a crowded house, Hon. 


J. A. Robb, acting minister of finance, 
ktated that a total reduction of $24,- 
000,000 in taxation was contemplated 
for the current vear by certain tariff 
changes and sales tax amendments. 
He tntimated that in the current year 
the public debt had been decreased by 
over $30,000,000, including $8,000,000 
received from the Imperial Govern 
ment in settlement of book debts. He 
noted a continued growth in Canada’s 
foreign trade and “was confident that 
the reduction in taxation would give 
such an impetus to trade that it would 
result in greater development and 
prosperity in all the provinces of Can 
ada. He announced there would bi 
no reduction in income tax.

Louis Dupart has several claims 
to fame. One is that he is the only 
man of that name in Canada—that 
is his own statement—another is 
that he is the original “Red Cap,” 
having been the actual Number One 
on the American Continent, and 
witness what an army has developed 


from the original private in the 
ranks f 
It might be thought from this 


that Mr. Dupart is a colored man, 
but make no mistake on that score; 
he is not, and, further, is a native 
of one of the most delightful cities 
of the world, Paris. In his birth- 
place Mr. Dupart touches history. 
While yet a lad he witnessed some 
of the scenes of the siege in 1871 
and remembers the hunger that was 
one sad feature of those stirring 
times. Mr. Dupart remains the pa- 
triotie Frenchman, and by virtue of 
his service is always allowed to ab- 
sent himself on July 4th, the 
French national festival. ‘ 
“Paris was terrible then,” com- 
mented Mr. Dupart, “and not like 
the gay city it was to afterwards 
become, so that in 1873 the ‘Canada’ 
Agent’ there had but little difficul- 
ty in persuading my parents to 
make their way across the Atlantic. 
The ‘Agent’ promised wages of three 
to four dollars a day, but when we 
came we found them only eighty 
cents, and it was great satisfaction 
afterwards to learn that he had been 
seht to jail. We sailed on the Scan- 
dinavian of’ the old Allan line.” 
Started at Fifteen 
Dupart, senior, set up a forge in 
Duke street, Montreal, and it was 
in that sturdy neighborhood that 
Louis grew up until at the age of 
fifteen, a Mr. Cook, then superin- 
tendent of the Y.M.C.A., used his in- 
fluence to have him placed at work 
in Bonaventure station. There was 
some difficulty in finding work for 
Louis, but eventually he was given & 
badge, and told to lp the passen- 
gers with their hand baggage, and 
thus became the original Red Cap. 
In 1887, Mr. Dupart Joined the 
service of the Canadiar. Pacifie and 
at Dalhousie station—the old struc- 
ture is yet standing—hecame a bag- 
gageman and a relief for the police 
and.the ticket men, and when Wind- 
sor street station was opened years 
afterwards he was transferred to 
the new building. In the thirty-five 
ears of service with the Canadian 
acific Mr. Dupart witnessed many 
changes in the railway itself and in 
the city, remembering when cows 
were pasturede in St Catherine 
street, now the uptown shopping dis- 
trict of Montreal. In himself he has 
changed only to the extent of be- 
coming more philosophical, which 
has enabled him to appreciate that 
even a baggugeroom may prove @

‘TO SMOKE OR NOT TO SMOKE’ 


Twat is. the question which has 

been causing deep thought and 
raising piles of reports and corre- 
spondence among Canadian Pacific 
officials who have to do with the 
operation of observation cars on 
Trans-Continental trains during tho 
last few months, At various times 
previons to the war, smoking’ in 
these cars was permitted, sometimes 
only for cigars and cigarettes and 
then again even for the odorous pipe 
itself. During the war smoking was 
a luxury which many were willing 
to forego, and the observation cars 
were free from tobaceo, but after 
the war the demand for permission 
to smoke in these favored precincis 
increased to a noticeable degree, the 
requests coming not only from men 
but from, ladies, as the cigarette 
habit has undoubtedly grown among 
the fair séx. The pressure of this 
public opinion became so pronounced 
that it was decided to experiment 
once more_and to allow amoking in 
this part of the train, although it 
was admitted that the trains carry- 
ing euch cars had also sleeping cars 
sach with its smoking compartment. 
Public opinion, however, is a fickle 
thing, and the demand has grown 
to exclude the human volcanocs 
from these cars. Some of those who 
originally urged the granting of the 
permission are now /requesting its 
withdrawal, evidently finding that 
the practise is not quite so delight 
ful as the theory of perfect freedom. 
In its desire to give the greatest
